Bruce T. Lundin, director of Lewis 
Center, said Friday the center, which 
now has nearly 500 em ploy es, will be 
closed in NASA’s economy cutbacks. 
Lundin m et with em ploy es at Plum 
Brook and said 
a 
job 
placem ent 
prog ram will be org anized to help 
those workers whose jobs a re cut out. 
He said the sta tion’s nuclear reactor 
would g o into standby sta tus by J uly 
and that the remainder of the station 
will be phased out by J uly , 19 7 4. 
Altog ether, some (UK) jobs in Plum 
Brook and Clev eland are ex pected to 
be eliminated in the cutbacks of 
prog rams which NASA said are “ not 
ex pected to in* needed tor som e time in 
the future.” 
Lundin did not sa y what would be 
done with tin» major resea rch fa cilities 
at Plum Brook. Among the fa cilities 
are three costing a total of $45 million 
which hav e g one into operation within 
the last three y ea rs. 
The hug e v acuum cha m ber, which 
went into operation in 19 69 , was used to 
sim u la te the sp a ce env ironm ent. 
Items tested included components for 
a nuclear rocket, a project which 
Lundin said was scrapped two y ea rs 
ag o. 
He said a major part of the testing at 
Plum Brook was in the area of nuclear 
power, rather than nuclear propulsion. 
Other fa cilities on the 8 ,000-acre 
Plum Brook Station include a $ 12- 
million Space Propulsion Research

Nixon Starts Governm ent Reorganization 


WASHINGTON (Al*) 
Alter 
waiting two years far Congress ta aet 
en Ills proposals far reorganizing the 
executive branch, President Nixan has 
taken the first steps himself. 
Hie President announced Priday 
• hat five key aides will oversee all 
policy making far the executive 
branch. 
Nixon announced also that three af 
his second-term Cabinet members 
have been given 
dual 
roles 
as 
presidential counselors ta coordinate 
all asse ts in the fields of natural re­ 
sources, 
human 
resources 
and 


government development. 
Nixon promised as well a staff 
reduction that will cut in half the 4,216 
employes of the executive Office of the 
President by the end of the fiscal year 
in June. 
He 
presented 
his 
executive 
reorganization plan at a breakfast 
meeting with congressional leaders 
but told them it was no substitute for 
legislation he has proposed. The new 
laws would consolidate seven current 
cabinet 
departm ents 
into 
four 
streamlined agencies. The legislation 
is expected to Ik* reintroduced within a 


jew weeks. 
Under 
his 
new 
executive 
reorganization, Nixon is putting the 
entire administration of tile White 
House under presidential assistant 
ll It nobleman. 
Domestic affairs will remain the 
domain of John Khrlichrnan and 
foreign affairs will continue under 
Henry A. Kissinger. He is putting 
executive management into the hands 
of the newly named head of the Office 
of Management and Budget, Boy Ash. 
Treasury Secretary George Shultz will 
Im* in charge of economic affairs. 


In the extra role of counselors, 
Secretary of Agriculture Karl P. Butz 
will oversee all areas involving natural 
resources. 
Human resources will be under 
Caspar Weinberger, who has been 
designated secretary of health, 
education and welfare, and eorn- 
munity-development operations will 
Im* supervised by James Lynn, the next 
secretary of housing and urban 
development. 
Kaeh of the three c ounselors Cabinet 
members will head a committee of 
Khrlichman’s Domestic Council. 


Committee members will include 
other department heads and high-level 
officials who have responsibilities in 
each of the* three areas 
Nixon told Hic* congressional leaders 
that the three Cabinet counselors 
would Im* available* for appearances 
before Congress, and would not claim 
executive privilege when appearing. 
Under the new arrangement, the 
President said “individual department 
beads and counselors will routinely 
report to mc* via the appropriate 
assistant to the President, but will 
continue* to work directly with me on 


important policy matters.” 
Asked if the new arrangement 
limited direct access to the President 
by Cabinet officers, Khrlichrnan said 
the Cabinet as a whole will continue to 
function as it did before. However, in 
the domestic area, he conceded that 
the attorney general is the only 
Cabinet offic ial who will have a direct 
line* to the President. 
Nixon claimed his moves would 
improve efficiency and save money. 
Khrlichrnan said he could not estimate 
how much money might Ik* saved by 
Nixon’s streamlining.

$70 Million Atom 
Station Closure 
Slated By NASA 
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CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- Anyone 
need a $15 million nuclear test reac­ 
tor? Or a big, $28.4 million vacuum 
chamber-the biggest high-vacuum 
chamber ever built in this country 
These are among the sophisticated 
items of testing equipment which will 
go out of operation when D*wis 
Research Center of the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration 
shuts down its $70 million Plum Brook 
Research Station near Sandusky. 
Bruce T. Lundin, director of lA*wis 
Center, said Friday the center, which 
now has nearly 500 employes, will be 
closed in NASA’s economy cutbacks. 
Lundin met with employes at Plum 
Brook and said a job placement 
program will bt* organized to help 
those workers whose jobs are cut out. 
He said the station’s nuclear reactor 
would go into standby status by July 
and that the remainder of the station 
will be phased out by July, 1974. 
Altogether, some 600 jobs in Plum 
Br<H)k and Cleveland are expected to 
be eliminated in the cutbacks of 
programs which NASA said are “not 
expected to tx* needed tor some tune in 
the future.” 
Lundin did not say what would be 
done with the major research facilities 
at Plum Brook. Among the facilities 
are three costing a total of $45 million 
w hich have gone into operation within 
the last three years. 
The huge vacuum chamber, which 
w ent into operation in 1969, was used to 
simulate the space environment. 
Items tested included components for 
a nuclear rocket, a project which 
Lundin said was scrapped two years 
ago. 
He said a major part of the testing at 
Plum Brook was in the area of nuclear 
power, rather than nuclear propulsion. 
Other facilities on the 8,000-acre 
Plum Brook Station include a $12- 
tmllion Snace Pronulsion Research 


Facility, which also went 
into 
operation in 1969, and a $4.4 million 
Hypersonic Tunnel Facility, designed 
to test jet engines at simulated speeds 
up to seven times the speed of sound. 
That facility began operations just last 
year.

The Soap 
and Detergent Association states that 
there are many factors that could 
cause graying and yellowing; and 
there are several ways to prevent the 
problem and cure it, if it has occurred. 
Proper sorting is essential; whites 
should only be washed with whites.

move freely through the washer. 
Follow the washer's care and use 
booklet for guidelines as to the size of a 
load. 
Water temperature is critical for 
good results — authorities recommend 
that water heaters be set at 160 
degrees F. which will allow hot water 
to vary* between 140 degrees F. and 160 
degrees 
F. 
by 
the 
time 
it 
reaches 
the 
washer. 
This 
temperature is generally best for 
white and color fast cottons and linens. 
Be certain the water heater has a large 
enough capacity to provide enough hot 
water. Be aware of the heater’s 
capacity and do not wash more loads in 
succession than the heater can handle. 
Use enough soap or detergent for the 
amount of soil on clothes and hardness 
of the water. Follow package direc­ 
tions carefully. Graying and yellowing 
are most often caused by soil and oils 
embedded in the fibers through un­ 
deruse of the washing product. Enough 
must be used not only to remove soil 
and oils but also to hold them in the 
wash water through the wash cycle. 
Too short a wash time may also be a 
cause of discoloration. Select the 
correct time as recommended by the 
washer manufacturer. 
In extremely hard water areas, add 
a water conditioner to the wash and 
rinse waters. 
Use a chlorine bleach when color and 
fabric type permit. 
Excessively dirty or grimy clothes 
should be pre-soaked or pre-washed 
using soap, detergent or pre-soak 
product. It is important to add a 
laundry product to help remove soils 
and prevent them from redepositing on 
the fabrics. Thoroughly dissolve the 
product before adding clothes to the 
soak water. 
When laundry has already become 
yellow or gray, the cure recommended 
by one appliance manufacturer rs an 
overnight or 12 hour soak, preferably 
in the washer. Fill the washer half full 
of hot water (but do not add clothes 
yet). Add 3 to 4 cups soap or detergent, 
water conditioner and 1 cup oxygen 
bleach. Agitate until dissolved, then 
load clothes into the washer. As the 
water cools overnight, the solution will 
form almost a gel. The next day, drain 
and spin out the soak solution. Wash 
the load on full cycle with hot water, 
adding more water conditioner and 
chlorine bleach, but no detergent this 
time. 
There are three other particular 
reasons for yellowing involving certain 
fabric finishes, certain fibers and 
several water conditions. 
Some resin-treated cottons will turn 
yellow when a chlorine bleach is used. 
To remove yellowing, soak garments 
as long as necessary in a solution of 2 
tablespoons 
sodium 
sulfite 
or 
hyposulfite, available in pharmacies 
and photographic supply stores, plus 


*2 cup white vinegar per gallon of 
water. Then only use an oxygen 
bleach. 
Certain fibers such as polyester have 
a tendency to yellow. Polyester itself 
has a natural affinity for oils which 
cause yellowing. To restore whiteness, 
try a packaged home dye color 
remover. 
In 
the 
future, 
wash 
polyesters frequently. Pretreat stains 
and soil lines on collars and cuffs by 
dampening the area and rubbing in a 
liquid detergent or paste of detergent 
and water. Yellowing of spandex, an 
inherent quality, can not be reversed, 
but home dyeing to cover it up may be 
a pleasant solution. 
Brown or yellow discolorations may 
be caused by iron or manganese in the 
water supply. To remove such stains, 
carefully use a 
commercial 
rust 
remover intended for use on fabrics, 
followed by a thorough laundering. For 
subsequent launderings, use a non­ 
precipitating water conditioner to hold 
the iron in suspension, especially when 
using a chlorine bleach. The iron may 
come from the water pipes. If so, run 
water to clear the lines. As a last 
measure when all else fails, or for a 
severe problem, install an iron filter.

Adequate humidity in the home is 
important for good house plant growth 
and for human health. If your indoor 
temperature is around 75 degrees, the 
ideal relative humidity is between 40 
and 
50 
percent. 
Homes 
with 
humidifiers on the heating system 
usually provide sufficient humidity but 
not always. 
One way to check 
for proper 
humidity is through the comfort of 
family members. U>w humidity dries 
out the membranes in the nose where 
many respiratory infections begin. 
Higher humidity usually means fewer 
“ colds” for the family. 
If you grow house plants in the 
kitchen, you may notice that they do 
better than identical plants elsewhere 
in the house. This is the result of 
moisture going into the air from 
cooking, washing dishes, and other 
activities of kitchen work. 
If you do not have a humidifier in 
your home, you can protect your house 
plants by grouping them and spraying 
the foliage with water. 
Stop Water-line Freeze Up 
Waterlines that continually freeze up 
every cold snap need attention. Try 
wrapping the exposed section with an 
electric heating cable. The heating 
element is a resistance wire encased in 
weather proof plastic. Heat is con­ 
trolled by a built in thermostat. Cables 
are made in varying lengths and are 
designed to use 3 to 8 watts of power 
per foot of length. 
Wrap the pipe with spirals about 3 to 
7 inches apart. Do not cross or lap one 
spiral over another. 
Spiders In The Home 
One way to eliminate spiders in your 
home is to eliminate excessive 
moisture conditions around 
water 
pipes, floor drains, air conditioners 
and washing machines. Then use a 
vacum cleaner to remove spiders and 
webs. 
Aerosol space sprays of Vapona or 
pyrethrins are effective in spider 
knockdown treatments, 
but 
the 
stunned spiders should be collected 
and disposed of soon afterwards or 
they will become active again. 


Beef Prices 
Defended 
By Official 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Retail 
beef prices are in line with current 
increased incomes according to 
Marvin M elvin, administrator of the 
Packers 
and 
Stockyards 
Ad­ 
ministration 
in 
the 
Agriculture 
Department in Washington. 


M elvin told the Ohio Cattlemen’s 
Association here Thursday that “ lots 
of times consumers don’t realize that 
incomes are up when they compare 
meat prices of today with several 
vears ago.”

Secretary of Agriculture Earl Butz at 
the Ohio Association’s annual winter 
meeting here. 


He added that considering the rise in 
net income, beef prices have not gone 
up. 


“ I’m not saying the housewife is all 
that happy paying current prices, but 
current cattle prices compared to con­ 
sumer income are not high,” the ad­ 
ministrator noted. 


M elvin raised the prospect of even 
higher prices. He said severe weather 
across the cattle belt from Ohio to 
Texas has caused a heavy cattle death 
loss. 
He pointed out that gains have not 
been good and the cost of putting on 
gains is high. 


How To Hold Wet Corn, 
Beans Without Drying

The current emergency situation 
with wet corn and soybeans in the field 
anti a shortage of fuel to dry these 
crops is prompting many farmers to 
consider alternative methods of 
holding the wet grain through the 
crisis period. 
Corn can Ik* held without drying and 
without excessive quality loss for some 
time if we maintain low kernel tem­ 
peratures, according to William R 
Schnug, 
Extension 
Agricultural 
Engineer at The Ohio State University. 
Shelled corn at 30 percent moisture 
can l>e held without additional spoilage 
at a temperature of 50 degrees F for 10 


days, he says. If the temperature of 
that corn can Ik* lowered to 40 degrees 
F., it can Ik* held for 20 days. Corn at 24 
percent moisture can Ik* held for 40 
days at a temperature of 40 degrees. 
Cooling to 35 degrees will lengthen this 
period to 55 days. 
There is no strong research data on 
cooling soybeans, but field ob­ 
servations indicate a great similarity 
to the experience of cooling corn. We 
do know that the fungus Phomopsis 
does not propagate well at low tem­ 
peratures, Schnug reveals. So, cold 
holding is practical as a temporary 
storage method for corn and will 
probably work well for soybeans, too. 
The simplest structure for holding 
M ake Fertility Plans 
For 19 73 Corn Crop

This is a new year, and if you haven’t 
made plans for your corn crop, now is 
a good time to shirt, says Lawrence 
Shepherd, Extension Agronomist at 
The Ohio State University. 
“ Any good crop production should 
start with a good soil sampling and soil 
testing program to determine need for 
crop nutrients,” the specialist insists. 
“ F e rtiliz e r 
recom m endations 
returned with soil test result forms are 
based on yield goals, so review past 
yields from the fields, and set goals 
about 25 bushels per acre higher,” he 
adds. 
For new, untested areas, request a 
standard plus basis test and at least a 
standard test on high production fields. 
To include lime, phosphorus, and 
potassium requirements, standard 
plus basis tests are advisable to obtain 
a dequa te 
magnesium 
reco m­ 
mendations in the lime program. The 
nitrogen recommendation is based on 
crop rotation and yield goal. 
Nitrogen recommendations vary 
from a low of 40 pounds per acre to a 
high of 260 pounds. Where corn is 
following and good alfalfa or sweet 
clover, only 40 pounds are recom­ 
mended for a 100 to 124 bushel goal. 
Where the yield goal is more than 175 
bushels on continuous corn, the 
recommendations are as high as 260 
pounds of nitrogen per acre. In 1968, 43 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
plant 
samples 
examined showed nitrogen deficiency. 
Heavy applications of nitrogen hasten 
maturity and lower moisture content 
in the corn. 
Phosphorus recommendations range 
from a low of 20 pounds P205 per acre 
up to 370 pounds, depending on yield 
goal and the soil test. “ We like to see 
soil test values above 30 pounds per 
acre for phosphorus, then recommend 
30 to 70 pounds of P205,” Shepherd 
explains. “ Phosphorus should be 
plowed under where large applications 
are required. It is very important to 
place fertilizer properly when applied 
through the planter. Check placement 
and adjust to obtain desired results,” 
he continues. Field checks indicate 
only one in 10 is correctly placed. 
Potassium recommendations range 
from a low of 20 pounds of potash per 
acre up to 380, depending on yield 
goals, texture of soil, and soil test 
value. Where soil test values are above 
200 pounds of potassium per acre, 
recommendations drop 30 to 80 pounds 
per acre.

Enough 
must be used not only to remove soil 
and oils but also to hold them in the 
wash water through the wash cycle. 
Too short a wash time may also be a 
cause of discoloration. Select the 
correct time as recommended by the 
washer manufacturer. 
In extremely hard water areas, add 
a water conditioner to the wash and 
rinse waters. 
Use a chlorine bleach when color and 
fabric type permit. 
Excessively dirty or grimy clothes 
should be pre-soaked or pre-washed 
using soap, detergent or pre-soak 
product. It is important to add a 
laundry product to help remove soils 
and prevent them from redepositing on 
the fabrics. Thoroughly dissolve the 
product before adding clothes to the 
soak water. 
When laundry has already become 
yellow or gray, the cure recommended 
by one appliance manufacturer is an 
overnight or 12 hour soak, preferably 
in the washer. Fill the washer half full 
of hot water (but do not add clothes 
yet). Add 3 to 4 cups soap or detergent, 
water conditioner and I cup oxygen 
bleach. Agitate until dissolved, then 
load clothes into the washer. As the 
water cools overnight, the solution will 
form almost a gel. The next day, drain 
and spin out the soak solution. Wash 
the load on full cycle with hot water, 
adding more water conditioner and 
chlorine bleach, but no detergent this 
time. 
There are three other particular 
reasons for yellowing involving certain 
fabric finishes, certain fibers and 
several water conditions. 
Some resin-treated cottons will turn 
yellow when a chlorine bleach is used. 
To remove yellowing, soak garments 
as long as necessary in a solution of 2 
tablespoons 
sodium 
sulfite 
or 
hyposulfite, available in pharmacies 
and photographic supply stores, plus 


*2 cup white vinegar per gallon of 
water. Then only use an oxygen 
bleach. 
Certain fibers such as polyester have 
a tendency to yellow. Polyester itself 
has a natural affinity for oils which 
cause yellowing. To restore whiteness, 
try a packaged home dye color 
remover. 
In 
the 
future, 
wash 
polyesters frequently. Pretreat stains 
and soil lines on collars and cuffs by 
dampening the area and rubbing in a 
liquid detergent or paste of detergent 
and water. Yellowing of spandex, an 
inherent quality, can not be reversed, 
but home dyeing to cover it up may be 
a pleasant solution. 
Brown or yellow discolorations may 
be caused by iron or manganese in the 
water supply. To remove such stains, 
carefully use a 
commercial 
rust 
remover intended for use on fabrics, 
followed by a thorough laundering. For 
subsequent launderings, use a non- 
precipitating water conditioner to hold 
the iron in suspension, especially when 
using a chlorine bleach. The iron may 
come from the water pipes. If so, run 
water to clear the lines. As a last 
measure when all else fails, or for a 
severe problem, install an iron filter.

If you do not have a humidifier in 
your home, you can protect your house 
plants by grouping them and spraying 
the foliage with water. 
Stop Water-line Freeze Up 
Waterlines that continually freeze up 
every cold snap need attention. Try 
wrapping the exposed section with an 
electric heating cable. The heating 
element is a resistance wire encased in 
weather proof plastic. Heat is con­ 
trolled by a built in thermostat. Cables 
are made in varying lengths and are 
designed to use 3 to 8 watts of power 
lier foot of length. 
Wrap the pipe with spirals about 3 to 
7 inches apart. Do not cross or lap one 
spiral over another. 
Spiders In The Home 
One way to eliminate spiders in your 
home is to eliminate excessive

How To Hold Wet Corn,

Shelled corn at 30 percent moisture 
can be held without additional spoilage 
at a temperature of 50 degrees F for IO 


days, he says. If the temperature of 
that corn can he lowered to 40 degrees 
F., it can be held for 20 days. Corn at 24 
percent moisture can Ik* held for 40 
days at a temperature of 40 degrees. 
Cooling to 35 degrees will lengthen this 
period to 55 days. 
There is no strong research data on 
cooling soybeans, but field ob­ 
servations indicate a great similarity 
to the experience of cooling corn. We 
do know that the fungus Phomopsis 
does not propagate well at low tem­ 
peratures, Schnug reveals. So, cold 
holding is practical as a temporary 
storage method for corn and will 
probably work well for soybeans, too.

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At a cost of $5 million, an electron 
microscope that weighs 26 tons is now 
being operated to study chemical and 
biological m aterial for the better 
understanding of the illnesses of m an. 
In Toulouse, France, Dr. Gaston 
Dupouy designed this form idable 
creation. 
In conventional microscopes it is 
necessary to stain with special dyes 
the bacteria that are being studied. 


With this high-tension microscope1, 
no .staining is necessary. This becomes 
important because it is felt that 
staining can distort the shape and 
content of cells and bacteria. 
Specim ens 
of 
tissue, 
ce llu lar 
structure, and the most minute yet 
undetermined bacteria and fungi m ay 
soon reveal hidden secrets of the 
causes of disease. 


It is hoped that the earliest possible 
recognition of cancer cells may lead to 
treatm ent long before gross evidence 
by cancer cells is apparent. 
A specially constructed building four 
stories high was built to house this 
scientific behemoth. 
Another sim ilar miscroscope is now 
in use in Osaka, Japan. It will not be 
long before there are more in active 
use throughout the world.

It was found that a certain group of 
chemicals known as fluorocarbons 
possess the ability to act as a blood 
substitute.

NEW YORK (AP) - In 1945 the total 
of consumer credit in the United States 
was $6 billion. Ixist year the total was 
close to $140 billion and rising month 
by month. There is no end in sight to 
credit’s growth. 
About $40 billion of that debt is for 
automobiles alone. 
Personal 
loans 
outstanding for a myriad of purposes 
amount to about $35 billion. Charge ac­ 
counts, re p a ir and m odernization 
loans and the like make 
up the 
rem ainder. 
The loans are made by banks, 
finance companies, credit unions and 
others. They are made to people in all 
economic categories from millionaires 
to welfare recipients, and for reasons 
as various as the imagination can 
produce. 
In addition, households are in debt 
for tens of billions more. Savings and 
loan 
associations alone 
hold 
$175 
billion in home m ortgages, and life 
insurance companies add another $75 
billion to that total. 
So pervasive is credit in our society 
that there is alm ost no social issue 
unaffected in some way. It is involved 
in housing, health, economic mobility, 
education, equal rights and the like. 
So necessary is it to life today that 
the argum ent seems to be tilting in 
favor of those who claim credit is a 
right rather than a privilege. And re­ 
sponding to this interpretation, some 
lenders offer loans to those on welfare. 
For the sam e reason it is the subject 
of 
alm ost 
constant 
study. 
A 
presidential advisory panel called the 
National Business Council for Con­ 
sum er Affairs reported recently that 
the credit system m ust be m ade more 
responsive. 
And this week a congressional study 
group, the National Commission on 
Consumer 
Finance, 
made 
sim ilar 
recommendations, chiefly that credit 
be made more readily available and 
that crude collection practices be 
curbed. 
Among some considerations that 
suggest why the nation m ust always 
study this phenomenon if it is to be 
responsive to changes in society: 
Women are discrim inated against 
in obtaining credit. To this day it is far 
more difficult for a woman than a man 
to obtain a home m ortgage, despite 
having a .similar background, income 
and ability to repay. 


—Does the credit system serve to 
stratify society by holding down the 
poor, who are often the least desirable 
risks, while enhancing the money­ 
making abilities of those who already 
have money? 
—Are such concepts and practices as 
holder-in-due-course, wage assig n ­ 
m ents, confessions of judgm ents 
necessary to the creditor or are they 
demons of a dark, less developed 
consumer age when borrowers were 
beggars? 
The National Commission recom ­ 
mends elimination or restrictions on 
such 
p ra c tic e s, 
which 
is 
un­ 
derstandable. landers, after all, live 
on loans. They make them or perish. 
Why, therefore, the superior air? 
Few can fault the lending industry 
for such practices because its self- 
image, as with any human being or 
institution, is always being reassessed 
in light of current events and public 
attitudes. 
At one point the borrower came hat 
in hand. He had nothing, the bank had 
it all. But as m iddleclass affluence 
spread, 
the 
consum er 
becam e 
powerful. He had money to deposit. He 
was courted. 
Nevertheless, when he borrows he 
might be asked to agree to wage 
assignation, sign away his rights to 
challenge the lender by an advance 
“confession of judgm ent” and agree to 
pay a debt even though the m er­ 
chandise purchased was defective. 
What the National Commission is 
saying, in essence, is that maybe the 
industry should speed up the process of 
change — that maybe it has fallen a bit 
behind the times.

going vessels. The people of Bankok 
live on the Klongs and perform then 
daily rituals, bathing, housecleaning, 
laundry in its waters as well as use it 
for cooking and drinking.

To Clemente 


WASHINGTON (A P) — President 
Nixon, who named Roberto Clemente 
to his inodernday National league all- 
star team last summer, now has be­ 
come instrumental in establishing a 
memorial to the Pittsburgh Pirate 
outfielder. 
Nixon was at his mountain retreat at 
Camp David, Md., last Sunday when 
he heard Clemente died in a plane 
crash en route to the earthquake in 
Managua, Nicaragua, as head of a 
relief project. 
The next day Nixon released a 
statement which said in part: 
“ The best memorial we can build to 
his memory is to contribute generously 
for the relief of those he was trying to 
help: the earthquake victims in Nica­ 
ragua.” 
The President then wrote out a 
personal check for $1,000 on behalf of 
the cause and told his aide Richard 
Moore to find out if the Pirates had 
started a memorial fund. 
Moore contacted Pirates owner John 
Galbreath who told him nothing 
concrete had been started. Moore 
asked if Galbreath and some of the 
Pittsburgh team could fly to Wash­ 
ington to meet with the President. 
On Thursday, Galbreath, Steve 
Blass and Dave Giusti hopped aboard 
the owners’ private aircraft for what 
was supposed to be a brief meeting 
with Nixon.

Hadj 
Mohamed Ahmed is one of the 
few survivors of a once 
flourishing profession — 
tarboosh maker in Cairo. 
For many decades the 
national headdress, tarboush, 
was on every head, from king 
to student, as a sign of 
respectability. 
Remembering the glorious 
old days, Hadj Mohamed said 
that any government official 
was likely to be fired im­ 
mediately if he once forgot to 
wear his tarboush. 
The third descendeant of a 
family of tarboush makers — 
once considered to be one of 
Cairo’s 
most 
profitable 
trades — Hadj Mohamed 
started to learn the secrets of 
the profession 50 years ago 
from his father. 
He had expected to end up 
with a fortune. However, the 
wheel of fashion rolled fast in 
the wrong direction, and the 
tarboush went out of style. 
"I used to sell not less than 
40 tarbushes daily,” he said 
sadly. The tarboush was 
costing about 40 piasters 
(nearly $1) at that time. But 
in those days that went a long 
way. 
"Now, alas, I may stay a 
week 
without 
a 
single 


customer,” Hadj Mohamed 
says, "and when, Allah be 
praised, at last a customer 
comes, he goes on bargaining 
to get the cheapest price.” 
Due to the rise in prices in the 
last IO years, the tarboush 
now costs from $2.30 to $4.60. 
In the shade of his small 
shop, all that is left of two 
large shops in the past, aging 
Hadj Mohamed gives orders 
to the two workers who 
remain out of a half dozen. He 
now sells straw hats for 
children in an effort to make 
up for the loss in his tarboush 
income. 
In an attempt to find new 
customers, Hadj Mohamed 
recently went to Sheikh 
Mohamed Faham, grand 
rector of the senior islamic 
university of Al Azhar. 
He urged the rector to 
make it compulsory for all 
teachers and students at the 
1,000-year - old university to 
war the combination fez 
(small size tarboush) and 
turban, traditional headdress 
of men of religion. 


In response, the rector 
asked the staff to wear the 
headdress during their duty 
at Al Azhar. But the students 
vehemently rejected the idea 
of wearing the heatless.
